It is reported that there has 
been a slight gain in the number 
of orders received from dealers in 
the agricultural districts, despite 
the fact that farmers are very 
busy at the present time harvest- 
ing their crops. 

The high spot during the 
week was the introduction of the 
new Buick line of cars for 1930. It 
has been the custom for some years 
past for Buick to announce its new 
lines late in July or early in Au- 
gust It is expected that other 
companies will introduce models in 
the near future 

The fact that new cars are antici- 
pated from some of the factories 
has not caused any let-up in sales 
at any point in the country. Some 
years ago there was usually a slight 
falling off in sales volume during 
the summer vacation period on this 
account. oe 

There has been no lef-up ii out- 
put by the large producers, as the 
dealers have been able to absorb 
all the cars available. This condi- 
tion is expected to continue for at 
least another month and possibly 
longer, due to excellent conditions 
in the industrial and agricultural 
fields. 

Demand for trucks, both of light 
commercial and heavy duty variety, 
continues at all points. During the 
week there has been a considerable 
call for bus chassis and indications 
are that this excellent bus business 
will continue through the fall and 
winter months.

This thing which is called busi 
ness is not complicated; it is in fact 
very simple. Business is the attain- 
ment and accumulation of profits. 
Profits are entirely dependent on 
the recovery of waste. The salvage 
of waste lies in the reclamation of 
the four elements and the various 
divisions of the four elements of 
time, energy, material and space. 
The measure of the profits is de- 
termined by the skill and efficiency 
with which the overhead of the en- 
terprise is distributed over these 
four elements and their divisions. 

Business experts have come to the 
definite knowledge that the old 
time “general store,” which carried 
every thing, from hair pins to culti- 
vators, all under one roof, was the 
correct system. That the original 
merchants unconsciously understood 
exactly the proper thing to do in 
retail merchandising. Because, aft- 
er years of experimenting with 
specialty shops, business has learned 
that the merchandising of one arti- 
cle alone was unsound and an eco- 
nomic error in business conduct. 
Under such a specialization only 
ultimate stagnation is possible. The 
reason is very simple, the burden of 
the overhead was concentrated on 
the movement of one type of mer- 
chandise. Unless the profit was un- 
reasonably big, the single article 
sales could not continuously absorb 
the overhead, at the same time take 
care of the peaks and valleys in the 
business movements 

In New York a large corporation 
operating an extensive chain of ci- 
gar stores, also owned a chain of 
candy stores. They recently de- 
cided to convert these candy stores 
into drug stores with a candy de- 
partment. The reason for this step 
was easily determined. Each one of 
these candy stores had under lease 
so many cubic feet of sales space.

| transportation is a potential sales | 
| agency of their business. They have | 
'the store and the fixed overhead | 
of the passenger car and service de- 
|partments. There is no reason why | 
this overhead should not, in some} 
percentage, be distributed by the ad- 
dition of the sales volume of a truck | 
department, which is only another | 
division of the transportation busi- | 
ness. 

_Nothing in transportation is so 
necessary as the motor truck. It 
doesn't make any difference whether | 
people move around or stay in one 
location, they must have food and 
shelter. It is the responsibility of 
the truck to absorb the last move- | 
ment in supplying these necessities 
| saad population. That is a large | 
Job. |

Knight Corpora- 
tion, himself a 
veteran flyer of 
the A. E. F. dur- 
the World 
and since 
then in California 
While in the 
Golden State he 
flew in airplanes 
for fun and money, 
and sold automo- | 
biles for a living 

" He came to the 
C. H. Leonard whippet-Kni ght 

Corporation in Buston as saies man- 
ager about six months ago. It 
wasn't long before he cast about for 
opportunities to fly. and found them 
at the East Boston and Dennison 
airports. At the same time he 
thought it would be a good plan to 
have some planes to sell. So he 
secured the intow agency for the 
Waco biplane, and put a Waco 90- 
horse power biplane, with steel fuse- 
lage frame and Curtis OX-5 en- 
gine, painted a bright orange on 
the wings, with a bright blue fuse- 
lage, on exhibition on the salesroom 
floor at 533 Commonwealth Ave. 

The idea caught on at once. 

Everyone in the neighborhood and 
thousands of passers-by stopped to 
look at the brilliant machine that! 
could be seen, not only from the 
sidewalk, but from far out in the! 
street. Hundreds of motorists seeing 
it, especially at night, when the 
salesrooms were brilliantly lighted, 
slowed up, parked their cars and 
came in to look it over. Others 
glimpsed it, drove on, circled around 
and came back for another look 
and to inquire.

came in out of curiosity to look over 
the airplane.

Weather Airway System 


Reported 


TEW YORK, July 29.—Urging the 
establishment by the govern- 
ment of a national network of aero- 
nautic weather reporting stations, 
the Daniel Guggenheim Fund for 
the Promoticn of Aeronautics made 
public its report of the complete 
success of the trial weather report- 
ing system over the airway between 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
The service was sponsored and 
financed by the fund for the year 
beginning June, 1928, in co-opera- 
tion with the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, the 
army and navy air services, the 

Department of Commerce, and 

the Weather Bureau. 

The success of the experiment is 
indicated by the fact that during 
that time the crowded airway be- 
tween Los Angeles and San Francis- 
co was flown without a single ac- 
cident attributable to weather. In 
contrast to its value, the cost of 
operating the entire system, of over 
400 miles in length, was found to be 
nearly equivalent to the cost of one 
of the three- motored — monoplanes

from falling off. Marmon sud- 
denly returned to the limelight 


after an absence of several weeks 
and leaped back up to the level 
of 90, from which it had fallen 
after achieving the place some 
weeks ago on the strength of rec- 


ord production and = earnings. 
While there was reported to be 
some mystery surrounding the 


sudden rise in the shares of this

When Marmon had run up before, 
it had the misfortune to run into a 
very weak automotive market, with 
the investing public showing little 
interest in the shares of this in- 
dustry.

Among the stocks of companies 
that include in the products auto- 
mobile accessories or equipment, 
American Bosch Magneto and Ben- 
dix Aviation were two of the strong 
spots in the past week.

It devotes its personal contact 
selling energies to Philadelphia 
instead of sending salesmen out 
on the road to cover a wide ter- 
ritory. 

It maintains stores in 
widely separated of the 
city, one of which houses the cen- 
tral stock and the executive of- 
fices. This is the main building, 
at 1627 Fairmount Ave., in an 
automotive trades district. The 
two branches, entirely relieved of 
bookkeeping duties, are respec- 
tively at 3915 North Broad St., in 
the basement of which building 
is a practical mechanical service 
shop, and at 3846 Market St., 
West Philadelphia. 

It emphasizes, especially in the 
main building, by suggestions 
from salesmen and by numerous 
conspicuous signs, the various 
types of service rendered and 
their facilities for the different 
kinds of mechanical work. 

The principal outlets are repair 
shops, garages, car dealers and op- 
erators of truck, bus and taxicab 
fleets. Seven salesmen cover Phil- 
adelphia under the direction of H 
Plummer, sales manager, and there 
is a total of eight inside salesmen 
for the three stores. The outside 
men are paid on the basis of a sal- 
ary with a bonus over a certain 
quota. The company has a num- 
ber of service stock dealers that 
are self-maintaining.
